Bartender 
Ruled Guilty 
In Dual Slaying 


LEBANON, Ohio (A P ) - Carl 
Lilly, 52, of Foster, a part time 
bartender, was convicted in War­ 
ren County Common Pleas Court 
Thursday night on two counts of 
manslaughter in the fatal shoot­ 
ing of two men outside the tavern 
where Lilly worked. 
The shooting occurred last July 
26. 
The victims were James Har­ 
vey Sykes, 34, father of five chil­ 
dren, and John Lewis Jr., 31, 
father of three. The men were 
neighbors in Loveland Park. 
Lilly had been 
charged with 
second degree 
murder but the 
jury returned the verdicts on the 
lesser charges after having con­ 
sidered the evidence for more than 
seven hours. 
Sykes and Lewis were shot to 
death shortly after they left the 
tavern. Lilly claimed he shot in 
self defense. He said he went out­ 
side the tavern to put a pistol in 
his automobile and the two men 
came at him, one of them with a 
knife.

No Solidarity Is Now Seen 
As Challenge to Khrushchev

Nikita S. Khrushchev, head of 
the Soviet party and government. I 
is a man of tremendous ability 
He has a seemingly tireless en­ 
ergy, 
wide 
ranging ability 
and 
t h a t 
all-important 
Communist 
knack of knowing when to ju m p .1 
He has made more enemies in 
Russia in the last few years than 
an y other Soviet 
leader except 
Stalin. But so far he is still in 
complete control. 
His control has been challenged 
But when he can’t lick them he 
Joins them 
He uses no terror in the Stalin 
pattern. 
His 
enemies 
are 
still 
alite. 
His agility vaulted him to the 
top in the scramble after Stalin'*- 
death, and has kept him at the 
top despite bloopers and reverses 
that would have felled a less nim­ 
ble man. 
Khrushchev 
has 
plajed 
many 
roles since he came to power. His 
early characterizations were pop­ 
ular. 
When he played the clown the 
Russians roared. They laughed at 


him but in their way they loved 
him, 
made up anecdotes 
about 
him and slapped their thighs. 
Then in February 1956 he de­ 
nounced Stalin and a hush tell 
over the land, broken only ny the 
coaxing .singsong of orator, and 
party agitators rallying the mass­ 
es. 
After 30 years of Stalinism the 
new 
line was hard to swallow 
whole. As the people slowly di­ 
gested it a new excitement st rred 
the country. 
It stirred the people of Poland 
and 
Hungary even 
more. They 
rioted in Poznan, revolted in Hun­ 
gary. 
Khrushchev reared back 
At a New Year’s banquet in the 
K rem lins gold 
and 
marble Si. 
George’s 
Hall, 
Khrushchev 
an* 
r.ounced that Stalin was a gieat 
man after all. 
The cynics smiled. “ We knew it 
all 
the 
time,” they 
said. 
And 
Khrushchev even joked about it, 
and the people laughed. 
They fell a little silent again in 
June and October 1957 when he 
started purging his onetime part­ 
ners in the Kremlin. For a spell 
the ghost of Stalin seemed about 


to rise in earnest. 
But 
the 
crisis 
passed 
and 
Khrushchev 
bounced 
back 
to 
clown again. The Russians started 
to laugh again, but now they lis­ 
tened more seriously, for Khrush­ 
chev was obviously a very serious 
man. 
People who saw him right after 
what is generally considered to be 
his latest reversal—when he r e ­ 
turned from Peiping and switched 
signals on the Fast West summit 
conference he had been fervently 
espousing—said 
he 
looked 
gray 
and shaken. 
But they said he has bounced 
right back and. never idle or tim ­ 
id. has ordered a complete over­ 
haul of the Soviet education sys 
tem. 
The plan is far from popular 
with the 
Russians. 
But neither 
was his original “virgin lands’’ 
development

nor 
hi^ 
drastic decentralization of indus­ 
trial and economic management, 
nor his decision to abolish m a­ 
chine tractor stations and set up 
a new pricing system for agricul 
ture produce.

Growing Up Once W as Simple 


E V E R Y O N E Is conscious of 
his breath these days, thanks 
to the advertising campaigns 
of various companies. 
And a 
person with halitosis, of bad 
breath, is apt to find himself 
somewhat of a social outcast. 
But even if you do have hali­ 
tosis, don’t worry, my friends. 
Because, as these 
advertise­ 
ments say, there really is a lot 
that can be dane about it. 


If s a Symptom 
Generally, we consider hali­ 
tosis as a symptom, not as a 
disease. 
And most frequently 
it is a symptom of faulty oral 
hygiene, or poor teeth. 
If you don’t brush your teeth 
and use dental floss after each 
meal—let’s face it, how many 
of us do?—food particles are 
likely to stagnate between the 
teeth and the gum margins. 
As these food particles decom­ 
pose, they produce a very un­ 
pleasant odor. As a matter of 
fact, meat fibers can become 
foul within a matter of hours. 


{Similar Odor 
Improperly cared-for te e th 
can produce a similar 
odor. 
Naturally, any cavities ahould 
be filled and tar removed in 
periodic visits to your dentist 
Pyorrhea is also a common 
cause of halitosis. 
There can be many other 
causes, too. 
Disorders of the 
sinus, the tonsils and the nose 
me factors in some cases. Any 
accumulation of infected ma- 


Other Causes 
Chronic disturbances of the 
liver, stomach, intestines and 
even disorders of the lungs can 
bring on 
halitosis. 
And, of 
course, let’s not forget exces­ 
sive smoking. 
Sd much for the causes. Now 
let's consider the cure. 
In a great many cases, good 
oral hygiene will eliminate all 
of the offensive odor. 
As has 
been said so many times: "Good 
breath begins with good teeth.” 


Care of Teeth 
Brush your teeth thoroughly 
after each meal. 
That means 
brushing them A F T E R break­ 
fast, not before. 
If you just 
can’t possibly brush them after 
the noontime meal, at least 
rinse your mouth with water 
several times. 
Chewing an apple will help, 
too. It has sort of an abrasive 
action somewhat like brushing 
your teeth. 
An ordinary antiseptic mouth­ 
wash probably will help elimin­ 
ate, or at least reduce, objec­ 
tionable breath for about two 
hours. 
If these measures fail to help 
you. better see your dentist or 
your physician.

To those who see and listen to some of 
the sounder things presented through 
TV and radio, it must have been evident 
that some recent remarks by President 
Eisenhower should have more than pass­ 
ing attention. 
When he was asked for comment on the 
frequent high - powered claims being 
made by Democratic leaders and other 
people who prefer to listen to criticism of 
Republicans in government rather than 
any other type of program, the President 
responded with fervor. 
He declared he had heard reports of 
Republican apathy, and to him they 
were “in c o m p r e h e n sib le .He described 
his administration" a s dedicated to mod­ 
erate governm e n t, avoiding extremes 
from one side to the other, keeping on the 
middle of the road and staying out of gut­ 
ters.” He indicated that he thinks this 
record is “good’ and that there ought to 


b e enthusiasm for “perpetual i n g that 
kind of effort through the medium of elec­ 
tions, ” 
The President went on to say that anal­ 
ysis of recent elections showed that, ev­ 
en in Maine, his party would have won if 
registered Republicans had taken the 
trouble to vote. “They didn’t,” he declar­ 
ed. 


The most serious phase of his remarks 
however was in what he foresees in the 
possible loss of “moderate” government 
and of possible loss of our free enterprise 
system ” unless Republicans intend to 
help with their time, their effort, their 
brains and their money.” 
In response, and in support of the Pres­ 
ident’s words, Repub I i c a n National 
Chairman Meade Alcorn called for a 
GGP campaign that will dramatize the 
“frightening alternative” to a Republi­ 
can victory. This he termed to be “an 
86th Congress dominated by left - wing­ 
ers on the Northern and Western Demo­ 
cratic tickets” who would “spend t h e 
next two years endangering the country 
by pressing their well financed drives for 
Rcuther socialism and ADA "appease­ 
ment in our foreign policy.” 
Perhaps these fears are realistic and 
well - grounded. The last Congress which 
was Democratic controlled, would have 
driven our nation even much further into 
our already tremendous debt, if Eisen­ 
hower efforts had not, in some measure, 
stopped the drive headed by Democratic 
congressmen to pile more and more on 
this indebtedness which already is be­ 
coming a burden through interest alone, 
as well as creating increasing inflation.

th a t can be dane about it. 


I f s a Symptom 
Generally, we consider hali­ 
tosis as a symptom, not as a 
disease. 
And m ost frequently 
it is a symptom of faulty oral 
hygiene, or poor teeth. 
I f you don’t brush your teeth 
and use dental floss after each 
m e a l— let’s face it. how many 
of us do?—food particles are 
likely to stagnate between the 
teeth and the gum margins. 
As these food particles decom­ 
pose, they produce a very un­ 
pleasant odor. 
As a m atter of 
fact, m eat fibers can become 
foul within a m atter of hours. 


KlmUar Odor 
Improperly cared-for t e e t h 
can produce a sim ilar 
odor. 
Naturally, any cavities should 
be filled and ta r removed in 
periodic visits to your dentist. 
Pyorrhea is also a common 
cause of halitosis. 
There can be 
m any 
other 
causes, too. 
Disorders of the 
sinus, the tonsils and the nose 
are factors in some cases. Any 
accumulation of infected m a­ 
terial in these areas m ight re­ 
sult in bad breath. 


Other Causes 
Chronic disturbances of the 
liver, stomach, intestines and 
even disorders of the lungs can 
bring on 
halitosis. 
And, of 
course, let’s not forget exces­ 
sive smoking. 
Sd much for the causes. Now 
let’s consider the cure. 
In a great many cases, good 
oral hygiene will eliminate all 
of the offensive odor. 
As has 
been said so m any times: “Good 
breath begins with good teeth.” 


Care of Teeth 
Brush your teeth thoroughly 
after each meal. 
That means 
brushing them AFTER break­ 
fast, not before. 
If you just 
can’t possibly brush them after 
the noontime meal, a t least 
rinse your m outh with w ater 
several times. 
Chewing an apple will help, 
too. I t has sort of an abrasive 
action somewhat like brushing 
your teeth. 
An ordinary antiseptic mouth­ 
wash probably will help elimin­ 
ate. or a t least reduce, objec­ 
tionable breath for about two 
hours. 
If these measures fail to help 
you, better see your dentist or 
your physician.
